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THE Oudh Ukhbar, of the 5th of May, opens with Cabul news. 
The writer says that “ the temper of the Ameer is quite un- 
settled, and both rich and poor are alike dissatisfied with him.” 
He goes on to say, that ** the Ameer told Sirdar Abdul Ryzak 
Khan to let him know what amount of funds might be 
gained by reducing the servants’ wages, and the Sirdar said 
‘about Rs. 30,000.2 The Ameer was not contented with 
this, and ittived a reduction to the amount of Rs. 50,000 
annually. The Nirdar remonstrated, and pointed out that 
the people could not live upon such small a amount of pay 
as this would reduce them to; but the Ameer was inexorable, 
and declared that whatever the consequences might be, even 
if the people ran away, it must be done ;” &., &e. 


“€ Twelve petitions are said to have been sent from the 
Durbarees to Beebee Murwareed, the Begum, some showing 
that from the time of Dost Mahomed they received 4hi/luts, 
&e. Then were the people so oppressed, and who.sent in 
their petitions i 2. The Begum immediately ordered that they 
should receive as. they had been accustomed. to receive before ; 
and assured them that the Ameer would be spoken to about 
it. The Ameer having: heard of these. petitions, went to 
Beebeo. Murwarged, who. was at first rather harsh in hey 
language ; but:op the Amor telling her that she did nob 


open. het heart to him, and asking the reason, she paid © You 
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have become Ameer to burn up Cabul. In the first place, you 


have so reduced the pay that people will die of starvation : 
and you wish to go to Jullalabad and live at ease, at the. expense 


of those whose salaries have been cut ; and some of those are 
| beloved ; but 1 in your day they must die. Now, tell me what 
work have you at Jullalabad? ‘and why do you wish to go 
there?’ The Ameer replied, that it was his duty to go there ; 
upon which the Begum said he could do as he pleased ; but 
that she would be displeased if he went; and then she pro- 
ceeded : ‘ Yer, you can go there; but you must goalone; I will 
not let any one go.’ . After this conversation, the Ameer ap- 
peared in Durbar very sorrowful. . Mahomed Shurreef Khan 
went to the Begum, at her desire, on the night of the 14th. 
The Sirdar complained very much of the Ameer; so much, in- 
deed, that the Begum was quite confused, and told the Sirdar 
to come to her, and to have nothing to do with the Ameer. 
She also told him not to attend the Durbar, but tosit at home, 
and she would make all arrangements for him ; she farther 
told him to order his soldiers not to use violence towards any 
one. The Sirdar said:—‘ You know what a protector of his 
relation the late Ameer Ufzul Khan was ; how I accompanied 


him in the expedition to Candahar ; and how I sold all my | 


valuables, worth a lakh of rupees, and made the money over 
to him. . Nothing of that debt has yet been paid back to me. 
For the intercession to obtain the release of Wally Mahomed 
Khan, Rs. 10, 000 and security were demanded, and I refused 
to furnish it. Now, tell me what fault have I committed in 
this?” When the Ameer Azim Khan heard the particulars as 
above narrated, of the Sirdar having gone to ‘the Begum, 
&c., he at once left the Durbar in great wrath, and proceeded 
to the brother of the Begum, had some conversation with 
him, and the two came out hand in hand; the Ameer took 
him home, and it i is B not Known what fomiwes. ” 


_ A letter came on “the 16th toni the ‘Akhsond of Swat to 
the Ameer, the purport of which’ was that. lately a | Price of 
. Bindoostan, and a rebel, had gono' there i in distress, : 4: Golor, 


black long thin nose; large black eyes ; eyebrows like two 
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bows well® met ; ; broad-chested ; hair on his: head ; the right 
ear bored; between: the two'eye-brows a mole; of short stature; 
and in thedispaise'of a fakeer. This person was barefooted, 
marked ‘with small-pox, ‘and carried: in his hand an almond 
colored staff. He wore a plain waistband, and under it @ 
leathern bag ; he was covered with dust. This was the descrip- 
tion received by me, and he was presented in the same staté 
as above described. I asked him to tell his tale, which he did 
truthfully as far as it went; but he did not say that he was 
a Prince of Hindoostan. I immediately said, ‘You are Fe- 
roze Shah ;’ and he replied in the affirmative. In this plight I 
saw him with much regret. I had him washed and clothed; 
to which arrangement he at first objected, but afterwards con- 
sented: Now this person is with me, and wishes to go on to 
Bulkh and Bokhara. What is your advice ? send a reply.” 

The writer proceeds, in the form of a diary, mentioning the 
complaints of grain-dealers at not being allowed to bring in 
grain from the outside, &c., S&c. “ The father of Wally Ma- 
homed went to the Ameer on the 18th, and fell at his feet, 
asking for the release of his son. The Ameer replied, that he 
woukl settle it:in a day or twos. The ‘mother then went to 
Mahomed Shurreef Khan; but the Sirdar said that if he died 
for it, he would not intercede for hin again, as he would only 
provoke enmity by doing so, as was the case on some former 
occasion. On the 19th, a Jewess was murdered in the bazar ; 
the marderer was taken to the Ameer, who ordered that 
he should be imprisoned ; and that if after a full. investigation 
he was found to be guilty, he should be blown from a gun.”
